” a joint report, recently issued by expeditions sent out 
by the Department of Commerce and the Department of 
Agriculture, attention is called to the existente of a tremen- 
dous rubber reserve in the Amazon valley of Brazil. Our 
first rubber came from Brazil, and it was all of the wild or 
jungle type. After the huge rubber plantations in the Orient 
came into bearing, it was found that cultivated rubber could 
be marketed at considerably under the-price of the jungle 
rpbber, and almost overnight the rubber industry of Brazil 
died out. 

When the British restriction laws two years ago raised 
the price of rubber over the low levels that overproduction 
had-brought about, interest in the Amazon rubber districts 

_afévived. A certain amount of crude rubber gathered in the 
jungle was actually marketed. However, this did not lead 
to any real revival of the Brazilian rubber industry. 

The American expeditions were sent out to determine 
whether the present situation in the Amazon valley would 
allow us to depend on this region as a possible rubber 
reserve. They found that all the rubber growth of Brazil is 
still of the jungle variety. No plantations of importance 
have been started, although much of the region is undoubt- 
edly adapted to cultivation of the havea tree. They found 
that methods of gathering the wild rubber are inefficient 
and wasteful. Tapping usually results in the death of the 
tree, which is, of course, wicked. 

The encouraging feature of the report lies in the fact 
that the expedition found vast numbers of rubber trees 
flourishing in the jungle, and these wild haveas do furnish 
a reserve which could be tapped in case a crisis of any sort 
eut off the Eastern supply. In case the price of rubber 
rose to a point which would make exploitation profitable, 
a large supply of rubber could be obtained from the Amazon 
jungles in a short time. The labor problem is one of the 
most serious obstacles to rapid produetion, but even that 
could be overcome if the need for quick action arose. It is 
comforting to know that a reserve of this modern necessity 
exists and can be made available in case of dire need.*
